Edison Company
Cycle Hearings
Are Started

Hearings on the application of
the Southern California Edisort
Co. to convert its electric service
from a 50 to a 60-cycle fre-
quency began before the State
Railroad Commission Monday.

If the frequency change is ap-
proved,.much of the Southland'’s
home electric equipment, such
as clocks, sewing machines and
electric washers, will have to be
rewired. The cost of this, esti-
mated at $20,000,000, will be
borne by the power company.
Except for the cities of Los
Angeles, Glendale, Pasadena and
Burbank, the company serves
most of the Southland with: cur-
rent, including Torrance. The
county of San Dicgo also has
other power. sources.

Commenting on the applica-
tion, W. C. Mullendore; Presi-
dent of , the Edison Company
said: .
“The proposed change in fre-
quency from 50 to 60 cycles is
a move which the Edison Com-
pany has had in contemplation
for “the past several years, and
particularly since the cities of
Los Angeles, Glendale, Burbank
and Pasadena made a similar
change some 8 or 9 years ago.
The demands for wartime serv-
ice caused the postponement of
the changeover during the war
period but now that we are
making our postwar plans, this
change in frequency is being
adopted by the Edison Company
as one of its principal tasks in
the reconversion period.

“While the 50 cycle frequency
is a standard frequency in most
of the rest of the world, the
United States has now stand-
ardized on 60 cycles. The post-
war period is a particularly op-

rtune time for making the
change because, in all likelihood,
the peak wartime demands upon
the Company for service will be
cut down considerably in the
